Policemen were detailed at all 
places where the dead and injured had 
been carried, to restrain the anxious 
men and women who pressed in at the 
doorways and inquired for their lost 
friends and relatives. 

In all the undertaking rooms the bodies 
were placed, as far as possible, upon 
cots, and when -these were exhausted 
stretched in long lines upon the floors, 
and a ccnstant succession of .pale-faced 
men-and ‘tearful women hag been slowly 
between the lines lifting the covers from 
the charred and bruised faces and 
séarching In the clothing of the dead 
ofr something by which their lost ones 
could be recognized.

Governors To Confer with General 
Ainsworth About the Law. 
Raleigh, N. C., December 3!.—(Special.) 
To State Auditor Dixon is assigned the 
duty of collecting and sending to the 
war department the muster rolls of North 
Carolina's confederate troops. He has 
received a letter fram €x-Governor Can- 
dler, of Georgia, asking that he and 
Governor Montague, of Virginia, go with 
ex-Governor Candler to Washington 
about January 10, to confer with Gener- 
al Ainsworth, of the pension bureau, in 
order to obtain a definite understanding of 
what the law is. If the records made 
since the war can not be used, then the 

rosters will be incomplete. 

Congress wil] be asked to amend the 
law at once so as to permit any rolls 
which the states accept as correct to be 
used in the preparation of the roster of 
the war department. 

Auditor Dixor antcipates no trouble 
about this matter. He says that in the 
matter of rolls and other information 
North Carolina is véry much better pre- 
pared than any of the other states, and 
hence would be affeeted but little, while 
other states will be greatly affected un- 
less the law is thus amended.

of those they had left behind. 
SPARKS FROM ARC LIGHT 
CAUSE OF THE HORROR 

The best evidence obtainable is to the 
effect that the fire was caused by the 
sparks from an afc light striking the edge 
of the drop. curtain, but the actual fact, 
however, will not be known until after 
the conclusion of the coroner’s inquest. 
There are 80 many statements at pres- 
ent and they differ so widely that it is 
impossible to ascertain the exact truth 
of the matter. . 

Although the Iroquois theater was un- 
doubtedly the safest theater im Chicago, 
it became evident today that the city 
building department had not strictly en- 
forced one or two sections of the building 
ordinances, 

William Cutran, a building {nspector, 
was in the theater only a few moments 
before the catastrophe and went away 
saying everything was in good condition. 
Deputy Building Commissioner Stanhope 
went to the theater today to make an 
inspection. Upon his return to the city 
hall he said: 

“The theater and {ts management were 
strictly within the law. I will not go 
into details until I have completed my 
report.” 

Section 185 of the local bullding ordi- 
nance provides that: in buildings of the 
class to which the Iroquois theater be- 
longed there shall be a system of. auto- 
matic sprinklers. 

There were no sprinklers in the theater 
and Mr. Stanhope, when this was called 
to his attention, said: 


“There Was no sprinkler system in the 
theater, but the provision about the fron 
doors made it unnecessary for the thea- 
ter to have them.”’

Chicago, December 31.—Miss Anna 
Woodward, a lady who occupied a seat 
in the second balcony, says: 

“lI was in the second “balcony and 
plainly saw the fire. I am a large wom- 
an, weighing close to !80 pounds, and 
[ made up my mind that ff there was 
going to be a panic it would be wise for 
me to beat it to the street. I left my 
seat in the balcony, went down the stairs 
to the first balcony, and from there start- 
ed to pass out of the very door in which 
so many people were killed a few mo- 
ments later. The door was closed, and a 
man. standing on the outside refused to 
open it so that I could pass out. Wheth- 
er he was an employee of the theater or 
not, I don’t know, but he had evidently 
determined that no one should leave the 
theater, and in doing so started a panic. 
I was leaving quietly up to’this time, 
but when he refused to allow me to pass 
‘out peaceably, I determined to get out 
if I had to make all sorts of noise. I 
went along the balcony about [0 feet to a 
glass partition: and smashed it with the 
point of my umbrella. I went. out and 
down stairs. When I was about half 
way down, J heard the roar of the crowd 
as it came after me, and I hurried with 
ail uhe speed I had. They overtook me, 
however, knocked me down, and, but for 
the fact that I was close to the goor. 
T think my chance of life would have 
been almost nothing. As-it' was, lI 
think I must have walked the last {0 
feet of my passage to thé exit on the 
bodies of those who had fallen.”’

in time to hear the agonized voice Of a 
woman from the window in an upper 
gallery, shriek: 

“Catch me!’ 

As the woman screamed, she jumped, 
and Houseman, catching her to the best 
of his ability, broke her fall to the 
ground, and she walked away unin- 
jured. 

Clinton G. Meeker, a clerk in the reg- 
istry division of the postoffice, living in 
the suburb of Ifving Park, has probably 
lost in the fire his entire family, con- 
sisting of his wife, two daughters and 
two sons. 

A friend called Mr. Meeker up on the 
telephone at 4 o'clock in the afternoon 
and asked him if any of his family haw 
gone to the theater. He answered that, 
so far as he knew, none of them had left 
home. When he reached the house, 
however, he found only his mother in law 
there. 

“Where are Mabel and the chiidren?’’ 
he asked. 

“They have gone to the Iroquois thea- 
ter,”” was the reply. 

“I dropped right down on my kneecs,”’ 
Said Mr. Meeker, ‘‘and prayed that God 
might spare them.”

| HE HANDLED THE STORY 


OF HIS WIFE’S DEATH 

F. L. Donaldson, one of the chief oper- 
ators of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, handled a long telegraph story 
of the fire and its harvest of death, un- 
aware that his own wife was among the 
missing. When he went home he found 
‘Shé had gone to the theater. He hur- 


thfough the morgues and in. the hospita!s, 
but today had not found the least. trace, 
of ‘the ‘missing woman. 

“Foremost among’ the remarkable cs-. 
capes was that of -Winnie Galfagher, 12 
years of age. The girl occupied:a seat 
in the third row on the main floor and 
that she was able to make her way 
through the struggling mass of stronger 
and older persons is considered remark- 
able by thg police. 

Unassisted, the girl made her way over 
the heads of terror-stricken persons and 
escaped. When she reached the street 
her clothing was torn almost into shreds. 

Among the first persons to escape were 
Joseph Graham and Dorothy Bour, two 
childten. They were in the parquet fif- 
teen rows from the stage. 

“IT saw the scenery catch fire on the 
lower left hand side of the stage,” said 
the boy. “Eddie Foy come to the front 
and told us to sit still, but we decided 
we would get out right away. Four 
women fainted near_me and nearly all 
the others seemed dazed and just sat 
still. We got up and kicked the door 
open. I think a lot of the others could 
have come, too, if they had not been so 
scared. We stood outside until they 
brought a dead man out and then we 
went home.”’

SAVED BY QUINN 


Railroad Man One of the He- 
roes of Catas- 
trophe. 


Chicago, December 31!.—One of the 
heroes of the fire was Peter Quinn, chief 
special agent of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe railroad system, who assisted in 
saving the lives of 10 or more of the 
performers from a fate as horrible as 
the victims in the theater proper. 

Wedged so tightly in a crowd at the 
door’ of the stage entrance that they 
could not move, the men, women and 
children composing the company of per- 
formers were standing helplessly and with 
agonized looks in their facea The stage 
door was closed. 

“The massive stage door of the Iro- 
quois,’” said Mr. Quinn today, “is like 
many others of its kind. The two main 
swinging doors are used when scenery 
is taken to or from the theater and 
built in the swinging structure itself is 4 
small trap door used by the players in 
leaving or entering the stage. This trap 
door opened inwardly. As I passed If 
heard a commotion and saw the door wag 
slightly open, and petring into the open- 
ing, I curiously asked what’ was the 
trouble. Then for the first time I and 
others who had arrived outside about the 
same time, learned that the theater was 
on fire. The players, men, women and 
children, had rushed to this small trap 
door for escape, got caught in a esvfii 
mass and were so firmly wedged together 
that they could not move. They were 
banked solidly against the little door and 
it could not be opened. Nearly. all the 
players were in their stage costumes ans 
the women had not even had time to re- 
move the paint from their faces. 

“The women screamed and begged us 
to rescue them and the cries of the chil- 
dren could be heard above the hoarse 
shouts of the men. We tried to force 
the door open, but the crowd was banked 
up too tightly against it. 

“Then came a volume of smoke and 
far In the rear of the crowd we could 
see the illumination of the flames. I had 
a number of small tools in my pocket and 
immediately proceeded to remove the 
metal attachments which held the door 
in place. This was accomplished with 
some difficulty and then we managed to 
force the crowd back probably an inch. 
but that was sufficient. The door was 
then permitted to drop from its place 
and one by- one the imprisoned players 
were passed into the alleys Even when 
the last player and stage hand had 
reached the alley we could not realize the 
awfulness of what had happened. [| 
walked in upon the stage and found it a 
seething f ace.”

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THE YEAR 
CITY WARD=IN’S OFFICE 

The following is the annual report of 
City Warden Thomas Evans: 

To the Honorable Chairman and Mem- 
bers of the Relief Committee of the City 
of Atlanta—Gentlemenh: I have the honor 
to submit to you the annual report of the 
work done through the warden’s office 
for the year 1903. The funds appropriated 
for the use- of relief, divided into the 
three departments were disbursed as fol- 
lows: 

For outdoor relief, that is, rendering as- 
sistance to distressed families in their 
homes, this department dispensed 
$1,158.85, and for burial purposes, in- 
cluding whites and blacks, and the pur- 
chase of graves for same, $1,034.67 was 
expended, while $532.98 was spent for the 
transportation of the poor out of the 
city. 

‘I can only give you a detailed statement 
of the work done since July |, 1903, as 
that is the date’on which I assumed con- 
trol . of the office. From that 
date to January F 1904, I had 
827 calls for relief of various kinds. All 
of these calls were Investigated and upon 
the information obtained therefrom, I 
issued 577 orders for food and fuel, 
amounting to $563.80, buried 86 paupers 
at an expense to the city of $538.50, but 
$74.50 of this amount was saved to the 
city, having been paid by parties who 
were not able to pay for a funeral, but 
were given an opportunity through this 
office of disposing of their dead, without 
cost to the city. However, this feature 


q of the work I have rigorously investigated 
in order to prevent abuse of the privilege. 


I have furnished transportation to 284 
people out of the city since July 1, 1903, 
at a total cost of $876.27. However. 
$679.42 of this amount was paid by those 
applying for assistance, either by them- 
Selves, through friends. or some charit- 
able society of the churches, leaving the 
actual expense to the city for the trane- 
portation of these 284 people to be only 
$196.85. 

IP also investigate? anq obtained per: 
mits to enter 36 paupers in the 3!'ms 
house during the last six months of this 
year at a cost of $66 for their transpor- 
tation thereto. 

The city having no institution in which 
I could enter some of these unfortunates, 
I have been compelled to send them out 
in a critical condition from disease, where 
14 have since died, when if proper at- 
tention could have been given them in 
the. city their lives might have been pro- 
longed. : 

I desire to call the attention of the 
committee to ome feature of the work 
accomplished in this office during the 
last six months, and that js the thorough 
investigation given each application for 
relief and the record kept of such inves- 
tigations. By this means those who were 
not worthy have been denied assistance, 
giving only to those who were really ob- 
jects of charity. 

I have had a great many unworthy 
people, when asking for Relp to give 
fictitious streets and numbers and I found 
several living beyond the city limits. This 
information could have been obtained 
only by investigation, which I belleve 
to be the foundation -for rea} charity 
work, for then those who: are deservinz 
can be helped and the impostors detected 
and weeded out; otherwise you will have 
just as many paupers as you choose to 
pay for. 

As an illustration, I give two instances 
that occurred in the last few days in 
which the persons who endeavored to 
get assistance from the city were impost- 
ors. One, & woman, made application, 
stating that she was in need and be- 
she would not he assisted until her case 
came highly indignant when told thar 
was investigated. On investigation, it 
was found that a son living with her was 
a moulder by trade, making $3 per day 
and the establishment for which he 
worked was then due him $35. The other 
was an old negro man, who on investt- 
gation was found to be the owner of the 
house and lot where he lived and was 
drawing $8 per month rent for part of 
the premises.

COMMISSIONER COLLIER . 
MAKES HIS STATEMENT 

The annual report of H. L. Collier, 
commissioner of public works, follows: 

In submitting this, my third annual re- 
port, it is with pleasure I state that dur-: 
ing the year now closing the various 
city departments have worked in abse- 
lute harmony and with an earnest desfre 
to assist each other. . 

The work during 1903 has been along 
progressive lines; all improvements have 
been apportioned to meet the demands of 
a growing future. The streets designated 
by your committee on streets for pav- 
ing were carefully selected. While some 
of the wards have to their credit more 
linea) feet of pavement than other wards, 
yet, in square feet, I think they are not 
far apart; some streets paved were much 
wider than others, ranging from !8 feet 
to 40 feet in width. 

While the work of this year does not 
show up in dollars and cents as much 
as last year, still as to quality and quan- 
tRy of work, the results compare favora- 
bly with the two preceding years; taking 
into consideration the falling off of prison 
help, 18 per cent under last year, it will 
equal, if not surpass, elther of the otner 
years. ? 

During the year $2,500 of streets or- 
dinary funds were applied to the pur- 
chase of lands for opéning and widening 
streets; $1,850 for a rock crusher plant; 
$1,865 for new stock to take the place 
of old stock sold. Besides this, during 
the year we spent on the new stabies 
$4,402.76, and in manufacturing five new 
one-horse wagons and\ one prison van for 
the department’s use, $500. Thus, we see 
the close of the year finds the depart- 
ment considerably improved as to Ma- 
chinery, stock and general equipment. 

Our stables I do not believe has an 
equal on the oontinent; it {s strong 
enough and large enough to house the 
department’s stock for all time. The 
stock has greatly improved since we 
began to occupy it, have gained in weight 
from 50 to 100 pounds per head, not- 
withstanding their hard work. 

General Condition. 

Thre general condition of the city’s 
streets and sidewalks is far better than 
ever before. Damage suits less frequent 
and damages (financially) lighter. 


Prison Physician. 

. Dr. M. C. Martin has been very atten- 
tive to the sick at the prison, spending 
from 12 to | p. m, every day there, and 
responding promptly to all calls made 
either by the superintendent of the 
stockade or the foreman of squads. Un- 
der his watchfulness the days lost by 
sickness are 20 per cent less than last 
year. He is the right man for the posi- 
tion. Two hundred dollars per angum 
Bhould be added to his present salary. 

In the new plans for prison enlarge- 
ment I have arranged for an office and 
operating room for the physician: also 
for two hospital wards. These conven- 


fences will enable him to further reduce 


the number of lost days on account of 
sickness. 


Needs. 

Our greatset need now is about twenty 
more teams. We are very much handi- 
capped on every job for want of teams. 
Could easily do one-third more work on 
one-tenth increase of cost if we had 
teams sufficient to keep the squads steady 
at work. 

Our second most urgent need is a bet- 
ter prison bulicing; herding of prisoners 
at night should be stopped. It is not 
only unhealthy, but it Is also not econo- 
my. Blankets and mattresses are torn 
up at night and with from 75 to 150 in 
the hall it is impossible to find out the 
guilty party, If cells for two were pro- 
vided, better bedding would be furnished 
and everything could be kept cleaner 
and Tie prison made more sanitary. With 
only two in a cell they could be held re- 
sponsible for everything furnished them. 
By giving them better Sleeping arrange- 
ment at night, better work could be 
done by them during the day. With 
proper cells escapes could be reduced to 
the minimum. 

We need separate dining halls for the 
races and sexes also. 

I have prepared plans for such im- 
provement in the prison building as seems 
to me to be the most needful, which I 
sincerely trust your honorable body will 
urge your successors to provide a suffi- 
<jent_appropriation to carry out. 

We also stand very much in deed of 
a fire-proof blacksmith shop. At pres- 
ent We are using a makeshift, unfit in 
construction and arrangement for the 
work we are required to do to keep the 
equipment of the department up to a fair 
standard. We make our own wagons, and 
it is necessary to buy large quantities 
“of timber so as to have it thoroughly sea- 
soned for use. Proper light and ventila- 
tion should be provided for tle black- 
smith and his helpers, Our shop is in 
keeping with the stable and buildings left 
us by former administrations. It stands 
Immediately in front of the prison, ts an 
eyesore and should be removed and 
placed near the new stable. The prison 
forces could do most of the work re- 
quired.in its construction. 

In conclusion allow me to thank your 
honorable body for the very cordial sup- 
port so generously accorded my depart- 
ment during the year; also my co- 
laborers fn the other city departments, 
and those of my own department who 
have so nobly assisted me in my work.

“The phosphate mines are being de- 
veloped to a wonderful extent and bring 
in thousands of dollars to the state every 
year as well as providing profitable em- 
ployment for a great many citizens of 
the state, The timber business has also 
grown to magnificent proportions and is 
doing its share of taking care of the 
state, while the turpentine manufacture, 
a comparatively new industry for Flor- 
ida. is fast becoming one of the most 
important factors in the commerce of the 
state. 

“On the other hand thousands of acres 
of orange groves have been brought into 
paying shape and the output of the fruit 
is constantly growing. From my home 1 
can see one line of railroad and just out 
of curiosity I have watched whenever 
I have been at home to see HOw many 
cars of oranges are carried by my house 
during the day. I have discovered that 
an average of between 25 and 30 pass 
each day. Now this is only during the 
hours of daylight and on a small road. 
Adding what goes by in the night and 
figuring on the same basis for ali the 
other railroad lines in the state one can 
readily see that a great flow of oranges 
is constantly pouring out of Florida, in 
the season, bringing its return in good 
dollars. 

“Then the cattle business is another 
important branch of Florida’s commerce. 
There are hundreds of. thousands of 
cattle ranging through the woods and 
prairies of the state, some being shipped 
out to the north, but most of them to 
Cuba and the neighboring islands. Very 
large profits are made on these cattle, 

‘IT am in the business of manufcturing 
and setting up boilers and my business 
has been growing steadily for several 
years. It would surprise yOu to.Kknow tie 
demand there is for boileys for facto- 
ries, mills, mines and other induStries 
all over Florida. And then in most any 
town you enter you will find building 
going on and an air of prosperity about 
the place. In fact, Florida has recovered 
from the freeze, although a great many 
of the people, even those who are mak- 
ing.money the fastest, don’, realize it.”

Mrs. Hicks, wife of the Dooly county 
physician, was arraigned in police court | 
this morning, Judge Nottingham presid- 
ing, and after a close, careful and thor- 
bugh investigation of the charges growink 
put of that mysterious fire at the Edger- 
ton hotel Sunday morning last, was given 
m clearance card. 

Mrs. Hicks, accompanied by her hus- 
band, a few friends of h*r family and 
her attorney, Colonel Felton Hatcher, 
Bppeared in the court room just as the 
crowd, thinking that the day’s session 
vf police court was over, began filing out. 
The defendant and her friends had been 
Occupying the seclusion of the chief of 
police’s office during the early part of 
court. Much of the crowd in the court 
room had been drawn there by a desire 
to hear the case. But when the last de- 
fendant had been disposed of by Judge 
Nottingham, the crowd moved away. It 
was about that time Mrs. Hicks, ac- 
companied by her attorney, her husband 
and friends, came into the court room. 

The case sounded, Mrs. Hicks, through 
her attorney, entered a plea of not 
gullty. The witnesses for the state, De- 
tective Amerson, Mrs. Lan'e, manager 
of the Edgerton hotel; Mrs. Brown and 
Fire Chief Jones, were called. The de- 
tective recited his knowledge of the af- 
fair, telling of his summons to the build- 
ing, of his conversation with Mrs. Lane 
and others about the hotel and of the 
information he received from them, He 
then described his search for Mrs. Hicks 
and told of her arrest, clearly depicting 
her every action when she was informed 
that she would have to be detained as a 
prisoner. 

Mrs. Lane @ld of Mrs. Hicks’ arrival 

at the hotel and of her conduct during 
her short stay at the Edgerton. She re- 
lated in a graphic manner. the condition 
and appearance of the room when the 
fire was discovered and after it had been 
extinguished. 
‘Chief Jones’ testimony deait with the 
fire and was expert in its nature, having 
within itself neither a tendency to con- 
yict nor acquit Mrs. Hicks of the charge 
confronting her. 
The defense introduced no testimony, 
relying wholly on the statement of Mrs. 
Hicks. As she arose before Judge Not- 
tingham she was cool, calm and col- 
lected. During her recital there was never 
a tremor in her voice. In substance Mrs. 
Hicks said: 

“That fire was the result of the ex- 
plosion of that bottle of liniment with 
which I had been rubbing my: limbs. I 


had left tt. where the heat from the lamp | 


or from the hearth might have caused the 
explosion.” 

Mrs. Hicks’ then ‘recited a’ graphic de- 
scription of her physical sufferings, and 
told of the use of the liniment, and show- 
ed how she had left it when she went 
out of the room. She asserted her as- 
tonishment when arrested and brought 
face to face with the charge preferred, 
and declared her innocence. 

Judge Nottingham, without reviewing 
the evidence and without extending, his 
remarks further than to deplore the ar- 
rest of Mrs. Hicks and to make slight 
reference to his refusal to allow the case 
to be disposed of outside of court, dis- 
charged the defendant from custody, 
saving: 

“The trial of this case shows the court 
an excellent illustration of the advisabil- 
ity, nay, the utter necessity, of the ut- 
most publicity in all judicial investiga- 
tions. 

“From the moment of your arrest you 
stood charged with the offense of arson—

‘tMhe court has carefully considered 
all the evidence, and has given the 
most complete faith and credit to each 
Witness testifying, and, doing this, is 
firmly convinced that the fire in question 
Was at most the result of innocent negli- 
gence on your part—negligence induced 
by your suffering and pain. That the 
fire was caused by the explosion of the 
gasoline constituent in* the liminent you 
had in the room, and this, to the mind 
of the court, satisfactorily accounts for 
the holes in the wall andthe scattering 
of the fluid. With the compliments of 
the court upon the frank and complete 
statement you have made, Mrs. Hicks, 
you will stand discharged.”

WOULD SPURN 
ANY PARDON 


.Letter from Judge Randolph, 


to a Friend in Mont- 
gomery. 


Montgomery, Ala., December 31.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Judge Francis C. Randolph, now 
in Medellin, Colombia, in a letter to one 
of his friends in this city, gives expres- 
Sion to his views as to the power of the 
governor to have dismissed the indict- 
ments now pending against him. He does 
not want a pardon, but urges that the 
indictments be dismissed. 

Judge Randolph has recently been re- 
leased from prison, where he was com- 
mitted on the charge of murder, 


His share of the Corbin estate, his un- 


cle who recently died, is about $75,000, 
of which sum between $39,000 ang $49,000 
went to the state and his bondsmen to

The following is the extract from the 
letter of Judge Randolph: 

“You certainly have not read my let- 
ters, or read them to little purpose, when 
you say that I have forgotten the lin:- 
mited powers of the governor and that he 
can only pardon after conviction.’ JI have 
fotgotten nothing in the matter, for in 
no letter haye I spoken, directly or indi- 
rectly, or a pardon to me, which I would 
not only ask for, but which I would 
spurn and him who should offer it, andi 
I should ever afterwards esteem as my 
enemies those who should seek to obtain 
a pardon for me. The governors do con- 
trol and have controlled curing the his- 
tory of the state, prosecutions of crimes 
and offenses, where it was the state 
and not an individual that was the suf- 
terer from such crimes. And it is proper 
that he should do so, for it comes under 
the head of “public policy’’ of which he 
is the chief exponent and judge. 

A conviction, merely for the sake of 
conviction, of an infamous crime, when 
littie or mo punishment is contemplated 
or may result, is pure vengeance’, and un- 
necessary and wantonly makes the con- 
demned man infamous; forever thereafter 
use‘ess to himself amd morse than use- 
less to the community. Wherever he 
goes he is pointed at or spoken Of aS a 
eenvict of an infamous crime and par- 
doned. Pardonirg, in such a case, is add- 
ing fisuit to an irreparable injury. ‘That 
man hates society, becomes its eternal 
enemy, because society, through its con- 
stituted authorities, instead of aiding him 
to better his Hfce, damns him to per- 
petual shame and infamy. Under svgh 
circumstances, life imprisorment is a far 
lighter punishment than conviction and 
pardon to every right thinking man. If 
public good, persona) ambition, vengeance 
or interests demand that I be made in- 
famous and physically chastised or pun- 
isied, then it !s all right. Let it be 
dene. But if the cbject be to make me 
infamous, then turn me loose, thus made 
desperate; then a crime will be commit- 
ted not only against me, and all who 
come after me bearing my name, but

The government has issued a decree 
granting merchants in the ports occupied 
by the insurgents three months tn which 
to pay port dues. Should these dues 
be pald to the insurgents, the provisional 
government declares -.that it will again 
collect them. 

The Clyde line steamer Cherokee, which 
the government. demanded: should land 
here ,ts cargo destined for Azua de 
Compostella, has sailed -for the latter 
port without complying with the demand. 
The agent of the Clyde line sought the 
intervention of United States Mini:¥er 
Powell, but such intervention was found 
to be unnecessary, The matter was 
settled between the agent and the gov- 
ernmental authorities.

National honor did not forbid the 
recognition of the de facto governmen: 
of Panama after the Colombian offi- 
cers, troops, ilags and authority sur- 
rendered and went away. National 
honor did not forbid us, any more 
than it could forbid any other nation, 
from entering into diplomatic and 
treaty relations with that then become 
de jure government. The national 
honor does not now require the rejec- 
tion of the treaty, our abnegation of 
our treaty rights on the isthmus and 
our surrender of Panama to war and 
annihilation by invading Colombians.

WS OF PANAMA 


FOR THE TREATY. 
Baditor Constitution: I have read with 


‘great interest your convincing editorials 


on the Panama question. 

For many years past I have been an 
enthusiastic advocate of an isthmian 
canal, for I am convinced that it will do 
rote for the upbuilding and development 
of the south than every other enterprise 
undertaken by our general government 
since this country was wrested from the 
Ted man, or which ever can or will be 
undertaken. That canal will revolutionize 
the ocean traffic and commerce of the 
world, and bring it through the gateways 
of our south Atlantic and gulf ports. It 
will not only give the south what she 
has so long and ‘sadly needed, direct 
trade with Europe, but will move the cot- 
ton markets from New York, Bremen and 
Liverpool to Charleston, Savannah, 
Brunswick and New Orleans, and other 
southern cittes and ports, and which 
means putting more than two dollars into 
the pockets of our southern farmers for 
every bale of cotton they produ¢e. It 
will simply save them the railway freight 
charges to New York and other eastern 
markets, knock out those Wall atrect 
gamblers and the middle man, and bring 
together the cotton producer and 
the cotton consumer. It will 
necessitate the double tracking of every 
line of railway leading to our southern 
ports, in order to enable them to trans- 
port southern coal, iron and the prod- 
ucts of our flelds, farms, mines and man- 
ufactories. In fact, it means that the 
seat of manufacturing enterprises of all 
kinds will be moved to the south, for it igs 
natural for them to seek the nearest 
and shortest line of cheap transporta- 
tion. 

I cannot understand how any discern- 
ing sOutherner can seéex or desire to cast 
a stumbling block in the way olf an early 
completion of the Panama canal, for it 
méans as much and everything to our 
section. If we could not secure that 
canal otherwise, I really believe it would 
pay our cotton-growing states to issue 
bonds to complete it, for it will be worth 
more to our section than all the railways 
we can build. 

As to President Roosevelt's methods to 
secure this canal—his premature recogni- 
tion of the republic of Panama and his 
treatment of Colombia—the democratic 
purty is in no way responsible, and 
neither wil] the people of this country, 
or will the world at large, hold our par- 
ty responsible. We should simply leave 
Mr, Roosévelt and his administration and 
party to their g@wn case-hardened con- 
sciences, to future history, and to their 
God. 

But after steps have been taken to in- 
sure the completion of the canal, should 
cur democratic members in the senate 


lend thelr efforts and votes to -defeat that | 


treaty, and thus destroy all hopes for 
securing a canal, then will the intelli- 
gent and progressive people of this coun- 
try be greatly disappointed. 

The people of the south want and de- 
mand that canal, and they will not tol- 
erate or condone any attempt to make 
political capital by the destruction cf an 
enterprise that means so much for their 
section. 

I am free to admit that the recognition 
of that Panama republic was a piece of 
inconsistency on the part of the republi- 
can party, for it upheld and sanctioned 


in a foreign republic just what it stamp- ,; 


ed out and crushed with fire and blood in 
our own country and republic—the right 
of a sovereign people to secede from the 
genera] government and set up an inde- 


pendent government of their own. 
So far from our southern representa- 


tives rebuking President Roosevelt for 
his position and stand in that Panama 
question, they should unanimously vote 
for the ratification of that treaty, and 
then congratulatee the president and his 
party upon having their eyes at last 
opened to truth and justice, and then 
tender the president the use of some 
of our old declarations of secession in 
the event that he may have further 
use for them. In its recognition of that 
Panama republic, the republican party 
must eat more dirt than will ever be ex- 
cavated in digging the great ditch. 

Our southern representatives, without 
the least inconsistency, can vote for a 
recognition of the republic of Panama, 
for by so doing they not only materially 
benefit their own section, but wi assist 
the republican party into officially con- 
doning the same principles that brought 
about the great civil war and the for- 
mation of the southern confederacy— 
the right of a portion of the people of 
a republic to secede and set up a Sep- 
arate government of their own, 

It really tires me to hear intelligent 
men prate about the injustice done 
Colombia. Why, that so-called republic 
is the offspring of several revolutions, 
and if I am not mistaken this makes 
the third revolutionary change in the 
government of Panama itself in the 
last half century. That -treaty will 
give the people of the new republic of 
Panama a much better and more sta- 
ple government than they ever before 
enjoyed or than any other South Ameri- 
ean republic boasts. The only sufferers 


iby that revolution will be those Coiom- 


bians. whose greed for Uncle Sam's gold 
killed the goose that was to lay for them 
the golkien sé. 

The canal is both a commercial and a 
war necessity, and since our acquisition 
of the Philippine islands, is more than 
important to the United States. The flames 
of war in the east may burst forth any 
day, and there is serious danger of our 
own country being involved. It is then 
important that we have a short cut 
through which we can quickly concen- 
trate our fleets in either the Atlantic or 
Pacific waters, and this only the Pan- 
ama canal can give us. 

That Panama canal, and the necces-

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S&GAINST THE TREATY. 


Editor Constitution: We are mutually 
earnest in our different opinions, how- 
ever divergent in the Panama qvestion 
and mutually agreed that what is moral- 
ly wrong cannot be commercially 
right: Else, as the highwayman, we 
might contend that any course is morally 
correct so long as we run at large and 
unpunished. But to my surprise I have 
met with intelligent but moral repro- 
bates, who, when pressed to the wall, 
would admit; “Yes, you are morally 
right, but this is a commercial advan- 
tage of which we must avail ourselves 
at any cost!" These have at least the 
redeeming virtue of frankness! 

Theirs is a startling admission, an 
assertion alarming to the nation, and 
yet I fear that, except for their frank- 
ness, they @re representative 0. a vast 
majority of those who advocate “the 
canal at any cost,’ but who, for political 
reasons, cannot admit of the manifest 
moral depravity of our course. The 
Constitution says that the people are 
with it. How does it know this? Have 
they passed upon this question of na- 
tional honor? 

In England Joe Chamberlain resigns 
the ministry and goes before the people 
with his fiscal] issue. Here our ministry 
holds on to the office, the internal loot, 
the external prospect of joot, undertakes 
to ram a damnable policy of revoluiton 
down our throats in a day and let us 
think afterwards! 

I have traveled in four states in the 
past two months. My interest in this 
matter has been that of what I conce've 
the healthy minded American citizen. 
I say the people are not w.th you. I 
have seen and talked with at least as 
many of them as the average newspaper 
editor. 

The Constitution says its policy ¢s that 
of democracy and yet the question of 
honor involved in this issue—indeed, it 
is the whole issue, for we are all agreed 
as to a canal—has never been passed 
upon by any party, except the great 
dictator, the second Napoleon. 

I propose to pass over the bulk of 
the editoria] in question which, except 
for my implicit faith in The Constitu- 
tion’s sincerity, I would think by its 
detrimental references to Colombia, 
sought to prejudiee the issue. But 
granted that Colombia is a villain, is 
it a remedy that we should adopt a 
reciprocal course eminently more despic- 
able than hers? 

If.we can take one foot of Coiombia’s 
territory, we can just as reasonably 
and as honorably take the whole country 
--why not do it? 

But where were the friends of our 
national dignity when:-Colombia was per- 
petrating these insults and indignities 
on this scrupulous administration? Plot- 
ting a diplomatic coup more despicable, 
more dishonorable and more question- 
able than any of the Italio-Russo brands, 
and more imperia) than the edicts of 
that imperial Child of Destiny, but more 
recent habitat St. Helena! 

If Comombia’s insults justified action, 
would it not have been the proper course 
to have boldly and specifically demanded 
such restitutions as would have been 
compatible with national dignity and 
right, and commensurate to the ills suf- 
fered? Even to the forfeit of the canal 
or the whole country. But you heard 
nothing of these things at the proper 
time, but now nothing is spared that will 
afford a flimsy excuse. 

So much for Colombia’s violation, or 
compliance with this ¢ode of national 
integrity. But in passing ®om this phose 
I may be pardoned the use of 


one illustration which it would seem 


‘ought to bring the matter home as to.our 


international and internecine relations, 

You are distinguished advocates. of 
what I beliave you term the proposed 
“Florida ship canal.” Now suppose a 
junta or even the people of Florida 
were tuo become very anxious for this 
canal, and suppose our own national 
government were to remain indefferent, 
but the English ministry negotiated a 
treaty with the Washington administra- 
tion whereby they would build the canal, 
and that our senate rejected it. as they 
did reject a treaty with England re- 
cently. You can also suppose all the 
Other conditions that existed in Panama. 
Would all these things justify Florida 
in secession in England in duplicating 
our Colombia. Panama course? 

There is one other thing I want to say 
in this prologue in reply to Senator 
McEnery’s declaration that “it is now or 
never,’ and that is this, that he need noz 


P fear, for we can create such an oppor- 


tunity at any time, for a canal or any 
other enterprise, by a recurrence to this 
proposed Panama policy. That is to take 
what we want if our rival _s too weak to 
resist the high handed methods of the 
administration and its advocates in the 
Panama adventure would be at least 
more respectable if their real incentive. 
motive and actions were stated and de- 
fended in a franker manner. 

A bold ‘highwayman always commands 
more respect than a sneak theif. It had 
been more admirable had we said to 
Colombia: ‘‘We want the Panama canal 
route and we will take it regardless of 
you and your rights."”

Will any man reasonably contend that 
the treaty of 1846 would give us the

powers on the isthmus detrimental 
Colombia, the treaty making power? The 
assertion would be preposterous on ‘ts 
face. If the treaty of 1846, or any 
other treaty with Colombia which we 
had thus recognized as the rightful 
sovereign of Panama, gave us the power 
to maintain order, by all the laws of 
justice, reason, light, it was to be so 
maintained in the interest of the rightful 
and constitutional authority and not in 
the interest of the revolutionary 
created with our own connivance. 
There were some glory, or courage at 
least in robbing a power of our own 
stréngth. But it is only the weak we

is the defense made. Better no attempt 
at justification. 

It is graft! It is loot! Why condemn 
postah and departmental frauds—why 
pose as purists at home and go in for 
grand larceny abroad 

You quote precedents that have no fea- 
tures in common with the present case. 
Whap had the American revolution, the 
French revolutions, the Brazilian revolu- 
tion and the southern confederacy in 
common with this trumped up Panama 
junta? They were natiédnal movements 
with the dignity, the scope and the 


power of a people—with all the elements | 


that go to make a nation. They were 
founded on political principles and not 
on the greed of an hour. 

The course adopted invites ruin: and 
whether it is crowned with material suc- 
cess or the ignhominious failure it go 
richly deserves, it is a stain on Ameri- 
can hanor which’ can only be removed 
by the United States senate and that 
by its repudiation of the Hay-Buneau- 
Varilla treaty. But if the senate ang na- 
tion ratify that treaty it may prove a 
eancer, which will eat out the healthy 
regard of the American 
honor of the nation. 

What is the incentive to all this head- 
long rashness? A canal, forsooth! Can- 
als have been built before and such 
no doubt be opened to 
navigation in the future.

The confederate 
veterans cost only 9 cents a day and I 
understand that they get excellent meale. 
The paupers at the county alms house 
cost only 7% cents a day to feed them. 
We don’t fun any summer or winter

Today Members Will Make a Trip to 
a Louisiana Sugar Plantation. 
Economic Association Dis- 
cusses the Trust 
. Problem. 


New Orleans, December 3!.—The third 
day’s session of the American Economig¢ 
Society opened today at Tulane univer- 
city with a discussion of the trust prob- 
lem. The subject was treated in an elab- 
orate paper by Professor Henry C. 
Adams, of the University of Michigan. 
Mr. Adams said in part: : 

“A trust may be defined as an industry 
which, on account of its size or of its 
form of organization, exercises a domi- 
nating influence on the production or the 
sale of the goods in which it deals... This 
definition renders two important services. 
In.the first place, it draws a clear line 
between a great industry and a trust or- 
ganization of a great industry; in. the 
second place, it provides a test for de- 
termining what industries have attained 
the trust organization. 

‘Four lines of argument are bound in 
current discussions, designed to reconcile 
us with the existenc® of exclusive indus- 
tries. The first is that trusts are the re- 
sult of natural law and are, therefore, a 
healthful industrial evolution; the sec- 
ond, that the economic law of competi- 
tion persists that trusts are productive 
and should receive our approval for ths 
Same reason that we grant approval to 
a labor-saving machine; and fourth, that 
common law principles already provide 
adequate remedy for any conceivable 
abuse of the liberty of contract. 

‘Taking up the first argument, against 
interference that trusts are the result of 
natural law and a normal! step in indus- 
trial evolution, Professor Adams declares 
that it overlooks the essential point that 
with every previous step in the modifica- 
tion of the business unit it has been found 
necessary to prescribe new legal condi- 
tions for the direction and control of in- 
dustry. 

“The natural conclusion from this ap- 
peal to history,’’ according to Professo: 
Adams, “is not ‘that trusts are a sacred 
product of natural evolution, superior 
to statutory control, but rather beeause 
they are a new form of industrial organ- 
ization, they should be met by a new 
expression of the law of competition and 
by a new statement of statutory rights 
and Quties. He is a superficial thinker 
who sees in this appeal to history a rea- 
son why trusts should be permitted an 
uncontrolled development. In alty com- 
prehensive view of society the institution 
of the state, is as natural as the insti- 
tution of commerce, and as such has an 
equal right in logic to claim whatever 
presumption lies in the theory of evolu- 
tion or in the doctrine of natural law.”’ 

Professor Adams continues: 

“There is a class of writers who rest 
‘their apology for trusts upon the claim 
that organization is a productive prin- 
ciple and that trusts, which represents 
the application of this principle to manu- 
facture are bona fide producers, This 
means that the consolidation of compet- 
ing industries is a step in industrial 
betterment the same in kind, and to be 
followed by the same advantages, as the 
Substitution of machinery for. tools, or 
the introduction of any method or proc- 
ess by which for a given amount of la- 
bor @ relatively larger amount of wealth 
may be produced. We, of course, can- 
not accept the fact that men have found 
it advantageous to consplidate compet- 
ing industries as proof that such consol- 
idations are productive, for such @ cori- 
clusion overlooks the distinction that 
exists between product ajid profit.” 

In reply to this argument Professor 
Adams admits that so far as transporta- 
tion is concerned, size of plant and 
density of traffic are a rough measure 
of productive ability,. but asks: “Can 
the same be said of the process of man- 
ufacture? Is it, Mke railways, subject 
to the law of increasing returns? If this 
be true there is no assignable Mmit to 
the profitable size of a manufacturin 
plant. If this be true the principle o 


industry. If this be true there is the 
same reason why government should in- 
terfere in the manyfacturing industry as 
there is why gévernment should under- 
take the control of railways. To me it 
seems clear that the _ process® of manu- 
facture is subject fo fhe law of constant 
returns and that on this account the 
thought of monopoly is foreign to its 
nature, Both analysis and experience 
make evident the fact that ebyond a cer- 
tain point incretse in fhe size of a man- 
ufacturing plant does not ¢ontribute to 
economy. The Ng of the typical in- 
dustry during the past century and a 
half should cast no doubt upon this con- 
clusion, for this growth, so far as it in- 
heres in the nature of menufacturing 
processes, is primarily the result of new 
inventions.”’

With a final joint session to discuss 
the relation of sociology to history and 
economics, the American Historical Eco- 
nomic associations concluded their an- 
nual conventions here tonight. Both 
elected officers. The members tonight at- 
tended a reception in the Hbrary of Tu- 
lane university. Tomorrow they will go 
on a steamboat excursion and visit a 
louisiana sugar plantation . 

The historians devoted their final day 
sessions to American history. Professor 
Max Ferrand ‘gave an interesting resume 
‘of the early history of the constitution, 
the treubles its formation occasioned 
and the compromises that resulted. 

Professor J. R. Fickle told of the 
problems the constitutional convention 
of 1864 grappled wi.h in Louisiana, A 
sentiment expressed by Professor Ficklen 
to the effect that Lincoln and many of 
the supporters of the union had only 
the best of feeling for the south, while 
they fought to the end for their prin- 


gates from bo... north and south.

He would whistle 
softly and enticingly or would change his 
tone and with pouted lips whistle an- 
grily and viciously for the wind that 
would not come to help us on. J have 
aften wondered what can have been the 
origin of whistling for the wind. That 
the eustom is of undotrbted practical 
utility is the firm belief of many races ot 
seafarers, from fhe English sea captain 
tc the humble Malay hamudi. I was on 
one occasion very roughly spoken to by 
a captain fn the Irish channel for casuai- 
ly whistling in a gale of wind.

Here in Celebes, too, [ 
was warned to be careful not to laugh 
when the Kamudj screwed his face up 
into an intensely ludicrous expression of 
feigned passion and whistled angri'y for 
the wind 10 come, for the Malay sea- 
man’s belief In the efficacy of this mode 
of raising the wind is a serious one and 
will not brook being made an object of 
derision. Soon after midnight a favor- 
able breeze sprang up, and by sunrise we 
were passing the little islands of Ganga 
and Tindela.

Roosevelt—~—Walter H. John- 
son Presides Over Cen- 

tral Committee, 


President Rosevelt and his policies 
were indorsed by the republican stare 
central committee, which met in the sen- 
ate chamber of the capitol yesterday 
morning. 

The committee also set the date for the 
state republican convention for March 
23, 1904, and named Atlanta as the city 
in which the convention is to be held.

Roosevelt Incorsed. 

No speecnes were made but several res- 
olutions were offered by the committee, 
é. The 
resolution in regard to President Roose- 
velt was as follows: 

“Resolved, That the republican state 
central committee of Georgia heartily in- 
dorse the vigorous, wise and patriotic 
2dministration of President Roosevelt 
and earnestly urge his nomination by the 
republican national convention to as 
semble in the city of Chicago June 2], 
1904, for the presidency. 

“We earnestly approve of his Cuban, 
Fhilippirne and isthmian Panama canal 
policies and especially the last, whereby 
this government is to have a greater con- 
trol of the canal, and in view of the 
great advantages to be derived from the 
cstablishment cf this interoceanic water- 
way, particularly to the south, we deem 
it but @ part of statesmanship that the 
republicans of this part of the country 
should support the proposed treaty. 

“We deprecate any interference with 
the docirine of protective tariff and in- 
sist that such modifications as time and 
experience may show to be necessary in 
the Dingley tariff bill be made by the 
friends of protective tariff and not by 
free traders.’’

| ONDON, December 18.—Of course 
e every obituary notice of the late 
Hugh Stowell Scott—who preferred 
to be known to readers as Henry Seton 
Merriman—has made mention of the nuv- 
élist's extraordinary shyness, but it may 
not be known generally how far this was 
carried. It is a fact, however, that the 


writer shrunk from publicity to such an 
extent that he would have preferred it 


had notices of his death contained no- 


biographical details or mention of his 
works. From Mr. “Merriman,” the edi- 
tors of different books of reference pub- 
lished in this country never could extract 
anything beyond the dates of his novels. 
So far as known, no photograph of him 
ever was published, and most paragraph- 
ers have had to be concent with describ- 
ing him as “loosely-built’ or in some 
eaually indefinite fashion. He neve 
Was present at any big dinners or recep-' 
tions and it was said of him that he made! 
“few friends and no acquaintances.”’ Re- 
tiringness seemed to increase with his 


years and only a few months ago he gave - 


up trying to find seclusion in London and 
hid himself down in .the country near 
Melten. Probably Stanley J. Weyma. 
knew Merriman as intimately as any one 
else. The two novelists were especially 
fond of making bicycle tours together.in 
different parts of the continent, and it Is 
probable that their last journey a-wheel 
which was made through central and 
gouthern Europe, produced much of the 
*‘loca) color’ for ‘“‘The Long Night,” if 
*not for “Barlasch of the Guard.” 


Apropos of his new’ story of the Cru- 
jades, ‘“‘The Brethren,” Rider Haggard is 
telling how his latest quest of ‘‘material’’ 
led to his being stoned by a Mohamme- 
dan mob. The author’s researches were 
made in the Holy Land, and one day 
when he was nosing about in an out-of- 
the-way corner of Jerusalem, he suddenly 
was surprised and a good deal alarmed to 
find himself the target for a volley of 
Bizable rocks and other projectiles, 
launched by a crowd of ruffians whom he’ 
recognized as followers of the prophet 
and who evidently were red hot over 
something. Mr. Haggard’s ideas as to the 
better part of valer are identical with 
those of the sage, so he took to his heels 
without asking any explanacfon, and luck- 
ily got off with a whole skin. Later, 
however, he made inquiries ang found 
that he had been committing the outrage 
of standing on a Mohammedan tomb. 


Probably few Americans ever have 
heard of Algernon Ashton, but with 
those who write and especially with those 
who read the London newspapers—Mr. 
Ashton is Somewhat of a celebrity. Te 
has just announced his positive retire- 
ment from his self-created post of ‘‘cor- 
rector of the press.’”’ By profession, Ash- 
ton is an amateur mus.cilan and com- 
poser of considerable note, but in 18387 
ehance led to his writing to the news- 
papers several times in succession to cor- 
rect errors that he had noticed, and soon 
the fascination of doing this had taken 
such a hold on him ‘that he could not 
shake it off.

As.a matter of record it may be worth 
mentioning that in 1900 Ashton wrote to 
the newspapers sixty-three times and that 
ninety-three correcting letters of his have 
appeared this year. It seems that Ash- 
ton tried to “resign’’ once before. ‘I 
wanted to commence the new century 
well,” he said yesterday, ‘so, on Janu- 
ary !, 1901, I determined to cure myself 
of my habit. For twelve months. I kept 
my vow, but like Mr. Morley when he 
finished his monumental work on Glad- 
stone, I felt very lonely.. So on January 
1, 1902, I started again and was so ener- 
yetic that seventy-seven different letters 
of mine appeared in the press before the 
year was finished.’’
